Arroyo Honda 


was a town of some 1,200 inhabitants. 
mostly Mexicans aud Pueblo Indians. 
It lay in the Santa Fe district, but too 
far away for aid to come. The total 
of Americans in the place was 1 
raost of whom were rough trappers 
and mountaineers. 
The entire town 


turned out to an impromptu 
mass 


meeting on the plaza. It was decided 
to revolt and return to the Mexican 
authority. 
Well knowing that the 


band of Yankees, although compara- 
tively insignificant in numbers, would 
resist such a step to the last, it v.'as 
determined to shoot all on sight. For 
this purpose the mob spread through 
the town. But through some source or 
other Governor Bent had received a 
tip. ne sent off to Santa Fe for help 
and then, gathering his little b"n<1 
about him. fled to the only refuge the 
pla.ce afforded. 


"The nest morning." said John Al- 


bert, "they commenced the attacU by 
sending iu to us a flag of mice, de- 
manding our arms and ammunition 
and an unconditional surrender of our- 
selves.

Bill.v Austin stood close be- 
hind me, and -when another man came 
to drag the body back Austin shot 
him. By this time my gun was loaded, 
and 1 killed a. third man.

Penetrated His Breast 


And the Wound It Inflicted May 


Prove Fatal. 


El Pvuh. Colored, Shat •nd Danger- 


ously Injured By Harry Hoffman. *

About 8:30 o'clock Saturday even- 


ing, Ed. Parish, a colored boy aged 
about 19 years, was shot and perhaps 
fatally wom-ded by Harry Hoffman, a 
white boy, aged IB years, whose home 
is OB south Pierce. 


Several stories have, been told about 


the shooting and it seems impossible 
for either the injured boy or young 
Hoffman to state the facts intelligent- 
ly. Hoffman claims the shooting was 
purely accidental and 
stated that 
Hoffman 


Parish has 
deliberately 


pointed the revolver at him and say- 
ing "I'm going to shoot you, you d — 
nigger," pulled the trigger. 


The affair occurred at the home of 


the Parish family, the little shanty 
that stands on the bank of Hog creek 
and along the Spencerville road near 
tbe foot of McDonald street The 
two boys had been drinking beer 
gether and were about to start 
town when Hoffman pulled the gun, a 
32 calibre weapon, and asked Parish 
if he should load it. He says Parish 
told him to put a cartridge in one of 
the chambers and after daing so he 
painted the weapon at the colored boy 
and told him he would shoot him if 
be was a Spaniard. At that instant 
he accidently pulled the trigger and 
the "ball entered Parish's breast. 


The wounded boy, assisted by his 


brother and Hoffman, started for Dr. 
Beam's office and were met by patrol- 
mac Caddy, who arrested Hoffman. 
Dr. Beam probed for the bullet, which 
entered Parish's breast just below the 
sternum, but could not locate it. 
Yesterday and today Parish suffered 
great pain and a high fever, but no 
indication of internal 
hemorrhage 


has been discovered and there is a 
slight possibility that he will recover. 
He is at his home on the Spencerville 
road; his mother refused to allow him 
to be taken to the city hospital. 


What will be done with Hoffman 


depends upon the result of Parish's in- 


I jury. Today he was arraigned before 
acting Mayor Duflield on a charge of 
curving a concealed weapon, and upon 
pleading guilty was fined $50 and sen- 
tenced to thirty days' imprisonment in 
the county jail.
